Ha person who 
had never heard of the differences between 
Protestant and Papist were asked, whether it 
Was not reasonable that an independent State 
should require of those who were admitted to 
Political power adeniui ef the justice ef the 
claius of a foreiga power, which, eerogated to 
itzeif a sort of nuiversal doiminior, what mast 
be the answer? 'Fhis sum iythat il was so 
Yery reasonable aud jest, that noue who re. 
fused to. subscribe such a renuaciatiou of all 
foreign authority, could with any justice com, 
Plain that they were exciuced from privileges 
Onjoved by those who owned the independence 
of their country. ‘The very principle of a 
Protestant State vas, that it was Wependent; 
Aad it was but fair, nay it was absolutely ne. 
Cessary, that this privciple shoukf be recos.

he hail sat for above ten years in the Cabinet, 
with a Secretary of State of that persuasion 
(the late Lsord Melville): and what was more 
extraordinary, the appelutmeat of most of 
the Bishops then in his ere, bad actually been 
countersigacd by this very Miaister. He 
esuld not avoid pointing out ta the ‘attention 
of Ministers the great advantages which had 
resulted to Hungary from the iiberality of thu 
Empress Maria 'Fheresa, in carneipating her’ 
Peotestant ‘subjects. 'Fhat province, which 
was before the most terbuleut and robelltous 
province belonging te the Empire, very soon 
became the greut support of tie Kimpise 5 and 
if the Emperoe of Austria now held his crows, 
he believed it was owing, in a great measure, 
to the liberal policy pursued with respect to 
fhe Protestants. ['Phe very late hour preclades 
the possibility of an adequate report of his 
Lordship’s speech. ]

Naw what was the nature of those 
extensive and complicated arranzements, 
was enticely ignoraut 3 and if the Noble Baron 
weuld not coudescend to inforu him, he must 
oppose the motion as tending to impair the 
Protestant Government. He never yet could 
lara what those checks were which Some men 
woutd thiak safheieut, but to him it appeared 
that it woukl not be very easy to find any
